Of much greater importance to the

The first of these was the National 
Dairy Show, which had its beginning 
February 15-24, 1906 at Chicago, with 
three herds in competition. W. B. Bar 
ney of lowa and C, L. Hill, Wisconsin 
Guernsey pioneer, were prime movers 
in the establishment of this show, 
grew steadily in stature and 
And after the 1909 show, 
was held in Milwaukee, it re- 
turned to Chicago and was considered 
an established institution with pat- 
ronage from a wide area.

Ihe great national annual 
dairy cattle show to be established was 
the Dairy Cattle Congress at Waterloo, 
Ia. This started as a display of pure 
bred cattle in connection with 
the State Dairy Association meetings 
Here again the veteran Holstein breed 
er, W. B. Barney (father of Fay Barney 
of the WORLD staff) was the moving 
spirit in getting prize money put up 
for a show starting in 
1910. The name of Iowa Dairy Cattle 
Congress was first used at the 1912 
show. In later years it has become 
officially known as the National Dairy 
Cattle Congress, but breeders gener 
ally refer to it affectionately as the 
Waterloo Show. 

Like the Eastern States Exposition, 
Waterloo has never had subsidy from 
public funds and has grown up to 
occupy an immense modern show 
plant with 26 buildings on a 85-acre 
area.

It was also felt that the record in

1926 by R. E. Haeger, W. L. Baird 
and Francis Darcey. All have been 
held at Waukesha, Wis. and Water- 
town, Wis.

Later he was to retract this 
confession and there followed years 
years of expensive and_ heart- 
wearying litigation before a substan- 
tial number of these records were 
finally expunged and wiped off the 
books.

The 1919 Convention 


Directly after the dispersal of the 
“Greatest Bull” but before the “Great 
Exposure,” there was held, in June 
1919 a most historic National Con- 
vention in the City of Brotherly Love. 
Coming only a year after the stormy 
Milwaukee Convention in 1918, when 
after an acrimonious proxy campaign, 
the convention was controlled by a 
handful of men with their pockets 
full of proxies, the Philadelphia Con- 
vention was a harmonious love feast, 
at least on the surface.
